Following an astonishing revolver scene in 
a leith street. last Saturday, when a master 
painter named James McNait Dalgleish. was 
shot dead before the eyes of scores of on- 
lookers, a »ninister of the Church of Scotland. 
the Rev. Peter Carmichael Marr, B.D., was 
ariested on a charge of murder. He was 
brought before the Sheriff's Court at Edin- 
burgh -and remanded. 


Mr. Dalgleish, who was sixty- three years of 


age, lived in Lixmount Gardens, Edinburgh, 
and had a*shop in Stanle road, Leith. i 
was on his way to open his shop on Satur- 
day when, it is alieged, he met Mr. Marr in 
the street at Leith. The two men stopped 
and spoke to one another. Then Marr, it is 
alleged, opened an attache -case: and took out 
a revolver. 

Immediately afterwards a number of shots 
were heard. People in the houses round 
abbut rished tó the windows. “They. looked 
or horrified as Dalgleish reeled in. the road. 

Paalgleish was carvied into a near by garden. 
Then a fish delivery van was stopped, and 
Dalgleish was lifted into it and carried to 
hospital, but he was dead on arrival. 
nolice were sent for. and later they took 
Mr. Marr into custody near Granton, some 
distance away.

Apple Tea for Invalids. 


An excellent drink for invalids is made by 
peeking and slicing two or three apples vhinly, 
placing them in a jug, and covering with 
boiling water; place the jug in a saucepan of 
water over the fire till the apples are soft, but 
not broken. Add sugar to taste and a little 
lemon-juice, with some strips of thinly-cut 
lemon-Yrind—not enough to make it lutter. 

Apples make a delicious preserve either as 
jam or jelly. Apple jam is very easily made, 
care betng taken not to ave it too dry and 
Sticky.

THE PLANETS. 


«c is in Inferior Conjunction on 
he oun” He is too near the Sun all the 
month to be visible. Venus is at her 
st elongation East of the Sun on the 
12th. -Although she is then 46° from the 
Sun’s position, the Eeliptic lies so low in 
the evening skies at this time of the year 
that she is barely visible in the twilight, 
setting hardly an hour after sunset. She 
must. therefore, be observed, if at all, in 
daylight ; in which, however, she is easily 
visible to the naked eye in clear sky. Her 
phase this month is that of the half-moon, 
or the Moon at first quarter. A good view 
of her can be obtained with a very 
moderate telescope, if equatorially 
mounted. A pair of binoculars also will 
be found useful for locating her, as these 
instruments take in a large field of view, 

Mars rises before midnight, and 4s 
becoming an object for moderately power- 
ful telescopes. He has just entered the 
Constellation Gemini, and is near the 3rd 
magnitude stars Mu and Eta Geminorum. 
By the end of the month he will be near 
Delta Geminorum, and, incidentally, in 
conjunction with the newly-discovered 
“Lowell Object” alias the planet 
Pluto, This will be, however, of merely 
neademic interest to my readers, since few 
of them are ever likely to see that long 
sought and elusive object. Of more 
spectacular interest wil] be the conjunction 
of Mars and Jupiter on the 27th. Both 
planets wil] be near Delta Geminorum at 
that time, and poor Pluto would have a 
bad chance of visibility above their 
brilliance, even if he were many times as 
bright as his feeble 15th Magnitude 
glimmer. 


JUPITER AND SATURN. 


Jupiter at the beginning of the month 1s 
ebout 15 minutes of time. West of Delta 
Geminorum, and can only make that much 
way eastwards before being overtaken by 
the much more rapid Mars. The appear- 
ance of the eastern sky towards the end of 
September will be very brilliant and 
attractive, with the two brilliant planets 
near each other; above them Castor and 
Pollux, below them Procyon, and all the 
brilliant lights of Orion and Taurus just 
to their right., Satellite phenomena, un- 
less the observer cares to sit up past mid- 
night, are few this month ; but it is to be 
noted that eclipses, occultations, etc., of 
the fourth satellite, which have been 
absent for two years, begin to occur again 
this autumn, and will provide an addi- 
tional feature of interest to observers of 
Jupiter. 

Saturn is near the meridian when dark- 
ness falls at the begi. —ing of ‘the month, 
and should be observed as soon as he 
becomes visible in the gathering twilight. 
September is often a very favourable 
month for the telescopist, the air being 
usually warm and steady, and probably 
the best can now be made of Saturn’s very 
low southern position. His ring system 
widely open, the North being 
shown; and the planet’s shadow on the 
rings, avith the curious dist rtion where it 
the Cassini division, and the 
shadow of the ring on the planet, can be 
well seen. Visibility of the ‘‘ crane ” ring 
is problematical in the planet’s present 
position, that delicate feature requiring a 
pellucid sky, as well as steady air. It is, 
however, rece rded that Dawes, the dis- 
coverer of the erape ring, noticed it ona 
hazy night, when 3rd magnitude stars 
were hardly seen. But not many have 
Dawes’s evesicht. and perhaps, fewer stil) 
his unrivalled telescopic experience.

Pike Fishing. 


A correspondent writes :—Tramping 
through Donegal recently, I came across 
an ingenious method of pike fishing, 
which seemed to be an excellent labour- 
saving device. Attached to a log of wood 
were about half-a-dozen lines with hooks 
attached. When the hooks were suitably 
baited for pike, the fisherman pushed 
the log into the water and departed on 
some other task, leaving the log to float 
at will, 

Later in the day he returned with his 
dog, which, as a matter of course, swam 
out in search of the log, retrieved it, and 
brought it and its cargo safely to shore. 
He assured me that this method of pike 
fishing never failed to produce a catch. 


An Embarrassing Reception. 


I am told that the pilot of the Gipsy- 
Moth aeroplane, which landed in a field 
near Wexford from England a few days 
ago, had a wonderful reception from tlie 
people of the district. It was the first 
occasion on which the children had seen 
an aeroplane at close quarters, and their 
curiosity was intense. They pressed round 
the embarrassed young pilot, who was 
rather surprised to find himself mobbed by 
a crowd of enthusiastic children. “I 
have frequently left my ’plane in a field 
in England all night and nobody worried,”’ 
he remarked. “ Ah,” said a local farmer, 
“ but England isn’t Ireland, an’ you'll be 
lucky if these kids don’t pull your yoke 
to pieces before you get up in the sky 
again. 


Lug-Worms. 


The fishermen who dig bait on. Merrion 
Strand often interest visitors who wonder 
what the men are looking for. It is to 
procure ‘‘ lob-worms,”’ or “ lug-worms,”’ 
as they are properly called, that these 
men dig so energetically. When they 
have accumulated a large tin-full, they 
depart to Kingstown to bait their deep- 
sea lines. The lug-worm does not, at first 
sight, look particularly interesting. but 
it is really a very beautifully fashioned 
creature. Sometimes it reaches a length 
of ten inches, and, it buries itself 
about eight inches i ie the sand, it 
is quite difficult to dig one up without 
breaking it. Lug-worms are usually dark- 
green or dull brown in colour, and if one 
is placed in a pool of clear water, little 
tufts of bright red whiskers will be seen 
on each side of its thickest part. These 
tufts are its breathing apnaratus. and if 
a lug-worm is exposed to dry air for some 
time the tufts shrivel up, and the worm 
dies because it cannot breathe. 


A Mountain Resort. 


Tt is not generally known that close to 
the City of Belfast there lies an entertain- 
ment resort that, I think, is without 
parallel in a British city. A few days 
ago (writes a correspondent) I visited the 
greatly ‘‘ boosted’’ Bellevue Gardens, 
which are maintained by the Belfast City 
Tramways. When I had climbed the 
hundred odd steps to the great terrace 
which commands one of the finest views in 
Ireland, I came upon a scene that was 


star Epsilon Piscigm. This direction will 
enable anyone possessed of a star atlas to 
find him with a little attention. The 
region is an uninteresting one. the star 
mentioned being the brightest object for 
some distance around, The nlanet 
sometimes visible to good sight without 
optical aid, and a pair of binoculars wil] 
enable him to he seen, if not identified. 
A fairly good telescope will reveal him 
bv his disc, and even more by his curious 
blue colour. His slow movement can 
then he followed from night to night. At 
present he is near Opposition, and, there- 
fore, moving retrograde, or Westwards. 
A very powerful telescope will show faint 
traces of belts, like those of Jupiter and 
Saturn, and perhaps glimpses of his two 
outer satellites, Titania and Oberon. The 
other two, Ariel and Umbriel, are muh 
more difficult objects. Moreover, being 
the topsy-turvy planet, with his poles 
nearly poking into the plane of his 
Ecliptic, the belts; which are about his 
Equator, will seldom be seen crossing the 
centre of his disc, and may be somewhere 
nearly around its edge.

THE MOON AND THE SUN. 


Full Moon on the 8th, at 2.48 a.m. 

Last Quarter on the 15th, at 9.13 p.m. 

New Moon on the 22nd at 11.42 a.m. 

First Quarter on the 29th, at 2.58 p.m. 

The Moon will be in ‘conjunction with 
Saturn on the 2nd, with Mars on the 
17th, at 7 a.m., and with Jupiter the 
same day, at 2 p.m., with Venus on the 
25th, at 8 p.m., and with Saturn again: 
on the 29th. None of the approaches are 
close. There will be an occutation of 
Uranus on the 10th, not, however, 
visible in this country. 

The Autumnal Equinox occurs on the 
25rd, at 7 p.m., when the Sun enters 
the Sign of Libra, and is at the same 
moment on the Equator, going South. 
Summer ends and Autumn begins. 


THE STARS. 


On the Ist at midnight, the 15th at 
11 p.m., and the 30th at 10 p.m, the 
position of the starry heavens is as 
follows :—On the meridian are Aquarius 
and Pegasus, also Cepheus overhead, and 
Jow on the Southern horizon Piscis 
Australis. The principal star of the 
last, Fomalhaut, is just on the lip of the 
horizon, almost due South. This is the 
furthest South of the first magnitude 
stars that we can see from these latitudes. 
In the S.W. quadrant of the heavens are 
Aquila, Cygnus and Lyra; marked by the 
bright stars Altair, Deneb and Vega re- 
spectively. Along the S8.W. horizon is 
Capricornus. 

East of the Meridian is the Great 
Squaré of Pegasus, the two vertical sides 
of which mark very closely the meridians 
of XXIII. and XXIV. hours. The Great 
Square is thus the most useful of the way- 
marks of the heavens to the beginner and 
the amateur, for the meridians of XXIV. 
hours crosses the Equator at the First 
point of Afies, and thus the Eastern 
side of the Great Square defines that all- 


important First Meridian, from which all 


celestial measurements begin. It will be 
noted that the First Point of Aries is 
actually in the constellation Pisces. Pre- 
cession has moved it on by one whole Sign 
since the Signs of the Zodiac were first 
delimited, some 4,000 years ago. 
Further East, in the S.E. Quadrant, 
are Andromeda, Perseus, and Taurus. 
Gemini is rising. Cetus covers a long 
strip of the S.E. horizon. Auriga stands 
above Taurus and Gemini in the N.E., 
Capeila and Aldebaran forming the ad- 
vanced guard of the host of the winter 
stars about to rise. Cassiopeia is ap- 


curiously reminiscent of a continental city. 
Ir was evening; a concert party, on this 
occasion hired from England, was per- 
forming in the bandstand, and with tlie 
fall of darkness the brightly lighted stage 
stood out clear against the sombre back 
ground of the cliffs. The. scene was 
almost fairy-like. Lifting my eyes, | 
could see strollers on the cliff-tops sharp 
silhouetted against the sky, and, turning 
in my seat, I looked over the edge of the 
plateau to the dull silver ribbon of the 
sea. People were walking everywhere. 
Occasionally the sound of laughter floated 
down from the heights of the Cavehill. but 
neither that nor the distant noise of the 
trams, nor the strains proceeding from the 
concert platform, seemed to disturb the 
essential quiet of the place. It was once 
the fashion to sneer at Bellevue, but the 
Gardens, I think, by now must have ful- 
filled all th®ir designers’ hopes. Their 
loveliness at evening, with the odd lights 
and the soft sounds, would adorn any city. 


proaching the zenith. Low in the North. 
below the Pole, the Great Bear stands 
level on his feet.. The two hinder paws 
are very well marked. Andromeda and 
Perseus contain some notable objects. One 
is the splendid triple star Gamma 
Andromede ; the principal star orange- 
yellow, accompanied by a companion of 
ax blue. But the blue companion in 
a ‘sufficient powerful telescope proves to 
be again double, the components being 
sea-green and violet, a most exquisite gem. 
The three form a connected system, the 
blue and green pair revolving about each 
other in an orbit of 55 years, while they 
revolvé about the principal in a period 
which is ey over 1,000, and possibly 
several thousands of years. But what 
celestial scenery must be theirs who are 
privileged to dwell in a system with such 
lights as these. In the same neighbour- 
hood is the Great Nebula in Andromeda. 
the nearest of the external Universes to 
ours, and the wonderful double cluster in 
Perseus, one of the most wonderful sichts 
in, the heavens. There is also the great 
spiral nebula in Triangulum, an object as 
large as that in Andromeda, but diffused 
and faint, and difficult to see. 
Photography, however, brings it out in 
all its splendour, showing stars actually 
in process of formation from the mebular 
matter. 


AUGUST RAINS. 


From Spiral Nebule to the weather is 
rather an anti-climax, but so many have 
been the grumbles about spoilt holidays 
in the past month that a word to the 
public may not be amiss. We do not 
seem yet to realise, in spite pf repeated 
unpleasant experiences, that} August is 
the wettest month of the year in this 
country. To be more exact, we should say 
that the six or seven weeks following the 
15th of July is the rainiest season of the 
year, especially in Ireland, and more par- 
tidularly in the North. Therefore,.if you 
must take your holiday in. August, the 
| farther South you can go the better pros- 
ween of fine weather, The South of 
ngland offers the best prospects within 
the British Isles. :

Few people who reside in old, historic 
places possess even a fair amount of 
knowledge of the facts that make such 
places interesting.

Dr. William Archibald Spooner died at 
Oxford on Friday evening. Dr, Spooner was 
for twenty-one years Warden of New College, 
Oxford, and achiaved world-wide fame by a 
slip of the tongue. He was the inventor of 
‘“‘Spoonerisms,’’ a word coimed forty years 
ago to describe a ludicrous form of meta- 
thesis, or the transposing of initial letters 
to form a laughable combination. Dr. Spooner, 
who was 8 yars of age, from time to time 
denied the authorship of many ci the slips 
of. speech attritbut to him, and. Oxford 


undergraduates have been accused of foisting 


‘‘ Spoonerisms '" upon him, 

r. Robert Seton, for twenty-five years 
Recorder of Devizes, recently, confess his 
share of responsibility in perpetuating the 
legend. He-said that the doctor made only 
one ‘‘ Spoonerism’’ in his life. That was in 
the early part of 1879. When in announcing a 
hymn from the pulpit he gave it out as,

Spooner, whilst he denied the authorship of 
many of the slips attributed to him, at times 
deliberately inverted the initial letters of 
words to raise a laugh. 

The inventors of ‘‘ Spoonerisms’ made the 
doctor say he was going from London to 
Oxford by the “town drain,’’ of a came] 
passing through ‘‘the knee of an idol,”’ of a 
cat ‘‘ oecupewing his pie,” of being tired of 
addressing ‘‘ beery wenches,’’ and of its being 
‘‘kistomary to cuss the bride.'., 

Much more probable was the doctor’s al- 
leged reply to a young lady who asked him 
if he liked bananas. He is said to have re- 
torted, “- Um afraid I always wear the old- 
fashioned night shirt.” 

KISSED THE PORTER. 

One day Dr. Spooner was going on.a train 
journey, and his wife went to the ‘station 
to see him off. Just before the train left the 
doctor, so legend hag it, solemnly kissed the 
porter and handed a sixpence to his ‘wile. 

Dr. Spooner, it is further reported, once 
referred to the Lord as a “‘shoving leopard,”’ 
and greeted an aged relative with the re- 
mark that he was glad to see her looking as 
‘‘hairless and cappy’”’ as ever. 

There was another story illustrating Dr. 
Spooner’s absentmindedness. He is saad to

After taking his degree with 
a first class in moderations and in final 
classical schools, he became a lecturer and 
tutor. He took orders and held chan:

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ART IN SCHOOLS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Srr.—Your article on ‘‘ Northern Schools ”' 
in to-dav's must have otf great 
interest to many of your readers It mav 
gratifv some of them to learn that simiiar 
work to that of the Art Society in Coleraine 
has been goine in County Dublin for 
some. vears. The Societv of Lovers of Art 
of Children, whose president is Major 
Dease, formerly Commissioner of Education 
in Ireland, working in connection with the 
County Libraries’ Association, have 
lending pictures to ot the 
schools and have found their work immensely 
appreciated both by tne children and 
teachers 

Their scheme is to select groups of schools,

six schools to a group, and to supply every | 


school with six strong mounts, every one of 
these mounts having a picture on either side. 
thas every school really has twelve pictures, 
though only six of them chos 
at the same time. When the County Library 
caravan visits the schools on library busines 
it deposits, at the same time as its books, a 
quota of pictures if the authorities wish to 
have them. They ‘always do. At the next 
visit of the caravan the pictures are chanced, 
and the first lot is taken back to head- 
quarters, to be looked over and tidied up, if 
necessary, before being distributed smong a 
fresh group. The librarian has found from 
experience that no group of schools IS willing 
to give up its pictures unless a fresh lot is 
ready to take their place. Our Society has 
already supplied two groups of schools, and 
when term week there is a 
sufficient supply for a third group waiting to 
be* picked up by the caravan. 

There are a hundred schools in the county, 
of which are visited by the librar: 
caravan Of these our Society has supplied 
for thirtv-six schools. We are, of 
course, anxious to supply all the sixty and 
eventually all the hundred besides 
lending pictures, as we do, to some of the 
city schools. Want of funds is the difficulty, 
as it is with most societies. We consider that 
it cost: about fifteen pounds to supply six 
schools.

The number of delegates to the Trade 
Union Congress, which opens at Nottingham 
to-day, will be just over six hundred, and 
the affiliated membership will be nearly 
three and three-quarter millions-an increase 
of over a hundred thousand compared with 
last) vear.

This report, it: was pointed out yesterday, 
suggests that the alternative to tree trade 
is nol tariffs, but regulated trade, and it 
will raise the whole question of trade policy 
and the possible alternatives to the existing 
system. It embodies the independent view 
ef the General Council on the question ol 
trade relations, and has not been prepared 
in consultation with any other body or poli 
tical party.

MR. BEN TILLETT'S 
ADDRESS. 

Mr. J. Beard, Chairman of the Trade 
Union Congress, speaking at the demonstra 
tion on the eve of the Congress at Notting- 
ham last night, said that trade unionism had 
passed through a very tiresome and dreary 
time. Such a ;>oviod always was a testing 
time. They could always get men to follow 
when success was assured, but it needed 
more courage when things were not so good 
for men to stand together. They had stood 
the test very well. The trade unions had 
nearly doubled their membership compared 
with pre-war times, and that was the only 
fair coniparison. Some of the unions had 
been affected by changes in industry. The 
output per worker to-day as against fifteen 
years ago Was. more than twice as much 
Trade unionism was not played out, 
there was, greater need than ever for collec- 
tive bargaining. 

LOOKING AHEAD. 

The trade unions would pilav a greater part 
in industry in the future than in the past. 
They would bargain, not meffly for wages, 
hours, and conditfons, but would want to 
know from the employers something about 
the organisation which functioned in the 
making and selling of products. 

Mr. Arthur Hayday, one of the M.P.’s for 
Nottingham, said that they still heard the 
cry that what was fermed the “ dole”’ was 
demoralising. It was unemployment that was 
demoralising the race and not the dole. Many 
of the unemployed were better men than those 
who threw cheap jecrs at them about being 
idlers and wasters. 


M. BEN TILLETT. 

Mr. Ben Tillett, M.P., who celebrates his 
seventieth birthday negt week, said that an 
international gang of financiers, operating 
through the world banks, had been brought 
to a standstill, and had now to reconsider 
their position. The banks having swallowed 
the reserve money and resources of the manu- 
facturing orgamisations of industry and 
brought them to bankruptcy were now be- 
ginning to refinance industrial undertakings 
by renewed credits. 

As soon as stabilisation, more apparent 
than real, was brought about in trade they 
would then gather the small investor and the 
general investor and again bring about de- 
pression and bankruptcy, with possible bigger 
hauls than ever, and would ruin industry, to 
fill their coffers. | 


“KILLING THE GOOSE." 

On this last occasion they discovered that 
they were killing the. goose that laid the 
golden eggs, so then sorted out their spheres 
of action in international and national pro- 
duction, and were again prepared to allow 
scope for trade restoration and the reduction 
of unemployment throughout the world. They 
thus made a harvest from prosperity and they 
made harvest in the misfortunes of trade the 
world cver. Having reached the maranding 
peak of spoliation, they were forced to allow 
the natural powers of industrial mankind to 
operate once again and the earth to yield the 
essential foods and manufactures. 

Imperative economic necessity had brought 
about this vast change, and the millstone 
would be lifted from the necks of mankind 
for a few months or possibly for a few years. 
By the systematic robbery and starvation of 
industry and capital, wages and labour would 
again come to the point of retardation in the 
economic cycle. 

NEW OPTIMISM. 

A new optimism was pervading trade union 
ranks.

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WATERPROOF. 
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Jewellery valued at between £15,000 and 

20,000, and including a unique pearl 
necklace worth £10,000, was stolen yester- 
day from “ Downside,” Leatherhead, 
Surrey, the home’ of Miss Hulton, the 
daughter of the late Sir Edward Hulton 
and Lady Hulton. 

The jewellery is- the property of Miss 
Hulton, and includes valuable presents 
which she received on the occasion of her 
recent twenty-first. birthday. 

It is thought that the thief or thieves 
entered the house by climbing on to the 
verandah and crawling through a bathroom 
window. The safe is in the bathroom, and 
the man apparently found the key in a 
cupboard after a long and methodical 
search. Everything in the safe was taken. 

The only clue discovered by the police 
yesterday was an old mackintosh, which 
was left neatly folded under the verandah, 
and it is believed to belong to the thief, 


CAREFULLY PLANNED. 

“The coup. was evidently carefully 
planned by an expert. thief,” Miss 
Hulton’s secretary. told a reporter. Miss 
Hulton’s room adjoins the bathroom, and, 
although she is a very light sleeper, she 


was open when she went to sleep. This 
morning it was shut, so the man must 
have calmly closed it before getting on 
Her pet dog was also in 
the room, but no one heard it bark during 
the night. There were two guests in another 
adjoining room, and they also heard 
nothing unusúal during the night. 

The pearl necklace was bought by Miss 
Hulton recently, and contained rare pearls, 
which should be recognised by experts when 
the thieves attempt to dispose of it. There 
was also a diamond ring worth £4,000 or 
£5,000; a miniatare diamond watch, with 
an onyx strap, which was given to Miss 


prized a great. deal, and several other 
valuable pieces of jewellery. A brooch set 
with diamonds, - pearls and rubies, worth 
several hundred pounds, was also-taken. 

“The theft was discovered at about nine 
o'clock, when a maid went to call Miss 
Hulton. She went through the bathroom, 
and found the safe empty and the empty 
cases neatly piled on top of the chest of 
drawers. 
theff, but imagine is was towards dawn. 
as Miss Hulton was talking with friends 
late last night and did not go to bed until 
1 a.m. 3 

“ Having shut’ Miss Hulton’s door and 
assured himself that he was not likely to 
be disturbed, the man must have set to 
work very carefully and methodically, as 
the small cupboard in which the key was 
kept was concealed. Had he failed to 
find the key he could easily have passed 
the safe to an accomplice outside the 
window, but his chances of getting away 
would not then have been so good. I 
think the bathroom window must have 
been left open owing to the heat.

AN OLD MACKINTOSH. 

‘* The police were told as soon as the 
loss was discovered, and they made a 
thorough search of the house and ground. 
As far as I know, beyond the mackiatosh, 
which is very old, there is no clue. We 
specially searched the grounds for foot- 
prints, but were unsuccessful. I do not 
think the pelice found any finger-prints 
in the bathroom or on the window. 

“If the thief used a car it must have 
been a very silent one, as no one heard it 
come up the drive or along the lane lead- 
ing to the house. [I think it would have 
been heard by working people on the 
estate, who all say that they were un- 
disturbed. 

‘It would be quite simple to get into 
the grounds through one of the hedges, 
and a cat burglar would find it an easy 
matter to climb on to the veranda:”’

The President to-day signed a decree 
dissolving the Dict and Senate, as from 
to-day, and ordering elections for a new 
Diet held on November 16 and for 
the Senate on November 23. 

Members ot the Diet, whose salaries are 
due on September, will, therefore, remain 
unpaid, 

The decree of dissolution is accompanied 
by the following message :— 

'“ After mature reflection I have come 
to the opinion that the most important 
task of all citizens is to improve the 
fundamental laws of the Republic, for 
that constitut s the basis of all law in 
the State. I have come to the conclusion 
that 1 cannot realise this improvement by 
means of the present Diet, and have, 
therefore, taken the decision of dissolving 
the Diet and Senate.” 

RAILWAY SABOTAGE. 
From Koevurrr’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WARSAW, Sunday. 

Thirty persons are in custody in connec- 
tion, as an Official statement says, with 
recent acts of sabotage on railway lines 
in the Lemberg district. The persons in 
custody were found in possession, not only 
of explosives, but also of funds and docu- 
ments, indicating that ‘“‘ these acts of 
banditry and sabotage were directed and 
subsidised by foreign elements.” 
INDIGNATION AT GERMAN SPEECH. 

The recent speech of Herr Treviramus, 
a member of the German Cabinet, In 
whieh, after various outspoken allusions 
Eastern frontier, he 
remarked that a day would come when 
the fight for justice would free Germany 
and Kurope, was made the subject of a 
great demonstration, attended by ten 
thousand persons, in Warsaw to-day. 

A resolution adopted runs: “ The whole 
Polish nation indignetitly condemns all 
claims aiming at a diminution, in any 
way. whatsoever, of the territory of the 
Polish State, and will never allow itself 
to be deprived of even an inch of the 
territory liberated after being so long 
under the yoke. The restoration to 
Poland of the stolen territories was 
merely an act of justice.”’ 

The resolution wag laid before M. 
Zaleski, Minister for Foreign Affairs, who 
assured tite delegation that “ the Polish 
Government, in harmony with the whoie 
nation, is still the guardian of the terri- 
torial integrity of the Republic, and will 
never permit a violation of Poland's rights 
in any Way whatsoever.”

REASONS FOR CHANGE 
“ INADEQUATE.” 


—————&—— 


A rebly to the bankers' resolution on 
the fiscal guestion has been made by in- 
fluential bankers, members of the National 
Association of Merchants and Manufac- 
turers, and others. 

The reply is as follows :— ee 

“ Four years ago a number of distin- 
guished bankers and commercial leaders 
signed a plea for the removal of tariffs and 
restrictions upon trade, on the ground that 
they raised prices, diminished production, 
created artificial dearness, and led 6 the 
impoverishment of Europe. Quite recently 
a resolution, signed with some of the same 
names, has been published, apes tins for 
‘ reciprocal trade, agreements between the 
nations constituting the British Empire,’ 
and contemplating, as a condition of secur- 
ing such agreements, the imposition of 
duties ‘on all imports from all .other 
countries.’ The only. reasons offered for 
this change of attitude are the disappoint- 
ment of the hopes expressed four years 
ago, the increase of-trade restrictions in 
the interval, and the growing sale of 
“surplus foreign products in the British 
market.’ ; 


I THE PLEA OF 1926. . 

“We cannot think these reasons 
adeguate for the sudden reversal of the 
system of free ports and open markets on 
which British commerce has been founded 
now for many years. Few of the men who 
signed the plea of 1926 could have ex- 
pected that the very difficult task of bring- 
ing down European. tariffs would be 
achieved within four years. That process 
must inevitably be a slow one; but if the 
object be desirable, the way to secure it is 
to persevere. As a matter of fact there 
have been of late decreases as well as in- 
creases of tariffs in Europe, and commer- 
cial treaties have mitigated the effects and 
checked the rise of the tariffs there. The 
worst increaso in recent tariffs has been 
in. Australia and the United States. The 
Balfour Committee not long since recorded 
that the main increase of tariff rates on 
‘British exports had been within the 
Empire itself. 

“There appears to be little better 
ground for the contention that in the last 
four years the sale of surplus foreign pro- 
ducts in the British market has steadily 
grown. There is no ground for disquiet in 
the increase in the value of forgign imports 
in 1929 as compared with 1928, and the 
figures of these imports fell in 1927 and 
1928. But it.is difficult to deal with this 


& 


of the phrase in the bankers’ resolution is 
explained. 
“ SUICIDAL.” 

““ We can find no reason for supposing 
that it is possible to remedy the present 
trade depression by adding to our Customs 
duties and thus diminishing our foreign 
trade. It will not be seriously disputed 
that tariffs are levied in order to raise 
prices. But, since the first need of British 
producers who compete in foreign markets 
is to bring down the costs of production, 
it would seem little short of suicidal to im- 
pose duties on our supplies of raw materia! 
and food. We do not believe that any 
stimulus afforded by protection to certain 
favoured industries 4t home could com- 
pensate for mischief of this kind. 

““ As regards our Dominions, no one 
qualified to speak for them has admitted 
that they are prepared to reverse their 
policy of building up their manufactures 
by taxing British goods. Australian tariffs 
against British manufactures have risen 
steadily for many years end have recently 
been increased in a startling manner. But 
even if the Dominions were induced to 
lower their tariffs in order to increase 
their purchases from us, it must be re- 
membered that. their small population 
cannot offer within a measurable time 
markets comparable in extent or value 
with those which foreign countries offer to 
our trade. Moreover, one needs to remind 
the signatories of the resolution that 
British investors have employed a very 
large amount of their capital in foreign 
countries, particularly in South America, 
and that the income which this capital 
supplies contributes in no small decree 
to the well-being of the British people. 
Te impose hindrances to the receipt of this 
income by taxing the imports by which 
the service of this capital can alene be 
met would have a most prejudicial effect 
upon our trade, our income and our capital 
investments. 

‘Tt is equally obvious that the ex- 
clusion of Argentine and other foreicn food 
products in favour of food produced in our 
Dominions would bring the British farmer 
no relief; that the taxation of bread and 
meat is not likely to recommend itself to 
our urban population : 
raw materials is only too likely to strike a 
grave blow at some British industries 
already sufficiently; depressed; and that 
the general expansion of trade cannot be 


in this country increased, bv imposing 
taxes which diminish the purchasing 
power of the: consumer and place fresh 
restrictions on the process of exchange. 


WAR OF TARIFFS. 

“ Nor is there any prospect that a policy 
of retaliation ‘would bring down the tariffs 
of foreign countries. All experience proves 
that an increase of tariffs by one country 
merely encourages other countries to raise 
their tariffs still higher. Were our people 
to act in the manner ‘suggested by the 
recent resolution, the war of tariffs now 
being waeed throrghont the world wowld 
be greatly stimulated, and the dener of a 
brenkdown of trade and eredit wonld 
become still greater. 

“ In 1926 the bankers rendered a service 
in calling attention to the dangerous con- 
sequences that must come from the tariff 
policy which the nations were then pur- 
suing. These consequences are now being 
felt im greatly increased measure. We 
submit that what the present situation 
demands is the reiteration and emphasis of 
the advice given four vears ago, not a 
proposal to do the very things against 
which the bankers then so earnestiv 
warned the nations.”

Aeroplanes wert now <arriving ever) 
minute, and Col. Sacchi. the winner of 
the three previous laps, who arrived fifth, 
was cheered to the echo, and carried 
shoulder-high by his compatriots while 
he beamed with delight. At the barrier 
stood a voun woman, and as soon as Col. 
Sacchi was released he went up to her 
and kissed her on both cheeks. 


DISAPPOINTED. 

Signerina Fumagalli, the only other air- 
woman in the race, arrived seventeenth, 
looking very small and. crestfallen. with 
one stocking crumpled round her ankle 
above a scarlet slipper, which gave her 
the appearance of a child in disgrace. 
She kept murmuring, “ But I was fifth 
once,” In response to the encouraging 
congratulations of her well-wishers, and 
on being couducted to General Albo she 
whispered a low-toned apology, to which, 
however, he replied cordially, *‘ You did 
splendidly, but go and change now, or you 
will catch cold.’’~a- little joke at the 
many woollen clothes she was wearing. 

Miss Spooner certainly was the heroine 
of the day, and the Italians did not allow 
any natural disappointment that they 
may have felt about their own competi- 
tors to dim the expression of their appre- 
ciation for her achieventent. In fact 
“La Miss,” as she is known -here,. has 
won immense popularity among the 
people, who admire her straightforward 
way of getting on with her job, and 
recognise that she deserves her success.

Four young women, whose ages ranged 
from twenty to twenty-six years, were 
carried away in a strong undercurrent and 
drowned while bathing on Saturday last 
in Lunan Bay, near Montrose, on the east 
of Scotland. 

They were Eliza Hind, of Hodgston 
Farm, Inverkeillor; Miss Eliza Meikle, of 
Grange Farm, Inverkeillor; Miss Agnes 
Kidd, an assistant teacher, of Inverkeillor, 
and Miss May Young, of Beechwood Farm, 
near Montrose. i 

With the younger sisters of Miss Meikle 


about 4 p.m. The four who lost their lives 
went farthest out, while the other two 
paddled near the shore. Those farthest 
out crossed a pool and reached a sand 
bark. . 
BEYOND THEIR DEPTH. 

‘While making their way back to the 
shore they crossed the sand bank, but 
found the water beyond their depth owing 
to the incoming tide. The two girls near 
the shore: were unable to see their com- 
panions, and, after waiting for a short 
time, they ran for assistance. 

‘The Montrose lifeboat went out, but was 
unablé to find the missing girls. ' 

Early in the evening the bodies of Miss. 
Hind and Miss Eliza Meikle were washed 
ashore a considerable distance from where 
the girls entered the water. ‘The body of 
Miss Kidd was recovered yesterday. 


SISTERS’ CALL UNHEARD.

FULL RESTORATION OF 
POWER DEMANDED.

The election campaign in Germany is 
approaching its climax, and members of 
the Government and the big men generally 
are. beginning to submit their programmes 
to the electors. A noteworthy speech was 
made to-day by General von Seckt, who 
as, perhaps, the, most outstanding of 
Germany’s politica] generals, is attracting 
more attention than any other of the new 
Reichstag candidates. 

Addressing a meeting of the VDeople’s 
Party—Dr. Stresemann’s old party—at 
Dortmund, he expatiated on the necessity 
of a strong foreign policy. ‘“‘ The fight 
against the Versailles Treaty and the 
attainnient of German desires aré of such 
importance for the pacification and con- 
solidation of FEurope that Germany,’ he 
declared, “is justified in demanding the 
full restoration of her 
participation in the fight.” 

In another passage, however, he re- 
marked that ‘‘nutual understanding and 
co-operation for peace must always remain 
the goal of Germany’s foreign policy; but 
this necessitates Germany being placed in 
a position to prevent others from dominat- 
ing her, and, at the same time, to protect 
her nationals in the world.” 

Other observations were: ‘‘ The Polish 
corfidor is a perpetual menace,”’. and 
‘“‘ftiendship with Italy and Russia must 
remain an important factor of Germany's 
poliey.”’ 

In conclusion he said: “ Other 
would never agree to disarmament such as 
was forced upon Germany. Consequently 
some kind..of adjustment is. essential. 
France’s big armaments bád tal liards for 
her Army are a menace to Germany.”

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THE. “MOST. FEARED” 
JUDGE. 
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MR. JUSTICE AVORY 79” 
Mr. Justice Avory, probably the best 
Known of modern judges, was 79 vesterday. 
During the twenty years he has been on the 
Bench ‘he has presided’ over more famous 
trials than any other living judge. 

Cold logic has always been his greatest 
asset, and though he is always scrupulously 
fair his disregard for all irrelevant sentiment 
has made him the judge most feared by 
wrong-doers. He sits- absolutely impassive 
and unmoved by sentinient or emotion. 
holds the scales evenly and impartially, and 
his decisions are seldom appealed against suc- 
cessfully. 
cutting like a knife across irrelevances, Mr. 
Justice Avory is the personification ef Jus- 
tice. He has no sympathy with wrong-doers, 
but if there is a genuinely mitigating cir- 
cumstance the prisoner gets the benefit of it. 

SARCASM AND KINONESS. 
can be vety, caustic when necessary. 
the trial of ex-Sergeant Goddard 
was a very disturbing 
coughing, and the judge remarked, “ This 
is not a sanatorium, nor is there any prize 
for the loudest cough.” " 

At the same time he is a very human and 
nyderstanding man. During at trial at Taun- 
ton, a little girl had to give some painful 
evidence, and the judge had her brought to 
the Bench. He placed her on his knee, and 
talked to her in a kindly and reassuring way. 
_Patrick Mahon, the Eastbourne murderer : 
Vaquier, the French poisoner; Thorne, the 
Crowborough murderer; and Browne and 
Kennedy, who killed Police Constable Gutte 
ridge, were all senténced to death by Mr. 
Justice Avory, When Browne and Kennedy 
were found guilty at the Old Bailey. an un. 
usual compliment was paid to the judge. 
Immediately before sentence was passed 
Browne congratulated hinr upon the fair way 
he had conducted the trial. It was during 
the same trial that, as a result of an anonv. 
mous letter threatening his life, he was, much 
against his will, given police protection, both 
at home and at the courts. 

| A BRILLIANT CAREER. 

The son of a lawyer, who was for many 
years clerk at the Old Bailey, Horace Avorv 
was born in 1851. and after a brilliant 
ovr jae ig atKing’s College and Corpus 
Lnristi, Cambri rs ‘all 
Le Men ioe one he was called to the Bar 
| His keen, logical mind soon earned him a 

reputation in criminal law, and in 1889 he 
was ‘appointed a Junior Counsel to the 
Creasury, becoming Senior Counsel ten vears 
later, He won fresh laurels by his masterly 
defence of the. Duke of Portland’s rights to 
his estate in the famous Druce claim case. 

He was appointed to the Bench at the age 
of 59. His eiaphanenata manner and his com- 
prehensive and accurate reviews of evidence 
have been a feature of famous criminal trials 
during the last twenty years. It was Mr. 
Justice Avory who sentenced Clarence Hatry 
and his associates. The logic with which he 
analysed Hatry’s plea—‘‘stripped of rhetorical 
language, it is nothing more nor less than the 
threadbare plea of every clerk or servant who 
robs his master. . . . . except that yours 
is on a larger scale....’’—was typical of 
the attitude which he has adopted throughout 
his long career, both at the Bar and on the 
Bench.

It was appointed 
in October, 1929, '' to consider proposals 
which have been made for the construction of 
a ship canal between the Forth and the 
Clyde, and to examine into the nature and 
extent of the advantages which might be ob- 
tained from such a canal, and the probable 
economic results of its construction.”’ 

NO PROSPECT OF DEVELOPMENT. 

‘he Committee's conclusions are summarised 
as follows: 

(i.) The capital cost of construction of a 
Mid-Scotland ship canal would probably be 
£50,000,000 or more. 

(ii.) The whole capital would have to be 
provided out of the Exchequer. 

(iii,) The revenue to be derived from the 
canal is conjectural. It might or might not 
be sufficient to cover maintenance and bare 
working ‘expenses. “The return, if any, on 
the capital would be negligible. 

(iv.) We see no prospect of development of 
the canal area which could justify the ex- 
penditure. 

(v.) Construction work on the canal could 
not commence for three or four years, and 
the peak of employment could not. be reached 
until from five to eight years thereafter. 

The tidal waters of the Forth are less than 
thirty miles from those of the Clyde, and 
the possibility of joining the two firths by a 
canal has attracted attention for centuries. 
Charles 11. is reputed to have abandoned the 
idea of constructing a passage '' for trans- 
ports and small ships of war’’ because the 
estimated cost of £500,000 was prohibitive. 

APPROXIMATE ESTIMATE. 

In the present instance it is pointed out 
that the estimates are based upon 
prices, and are of a tentative character only. 
“ We recognise that it is impossible, without 
a detailed survey, ‘to arrive at a close: esti- 
mate,” state the Committee. '' Taking all 
factors into consideration, it would not be 
surprising if the total cost of constructing 
the canal and equipping it for essential pur- 
poses were found to be considerably in excess 
of £50,000,000.”’ 

Interest on the capital expended during 
the construction period must be added to the 
contract cost. 

‘‘ Our investigations have satisfied us, and 
it was admitted by the witnesses who sup- 
ported the scheme, that there is no prospect 
of any such return on the capital expenditure 
within a reasonable period as would induce 
private enterprise to embark upon the under- 
taking, even with the asistance of a large 
Government grant. It is clear, and the wit- 
nesses for Glasgow Corporation. admitted, 
that there is no likelihood of contributions 
from. public authorities or private interesis, 
and, «therefore, that the whole cost. would 
have to be met by the taxpayer.”’ 

OBJECTIONS. 

The Committee suggest that the cost of 
maintaining the canal woul@ exceed £150,000 
a year. 

As to the traffic possibilities of the canal 
the Committee point 6ut that the potential 
user of the canal will have theo to his 
costs, as affected by the net saving of time 
and by the amounts payable in dues. 

“ On all the evidence beiore us, ” they say, 
“we conclude that, írom the standpo:nt oi 
offering facilities to shipping, the canal would 
not be economically justified. Public in 
convenience would be caused by such a 
cutting across the country. For twenty out 
of the twenty-nine land miles of the direct 
route the bed of the canal would be more 
than 100 feet below the surface of the land, 
and in some places the depth would be more 
than 150 feet. 

“The width at the top of the cutting, 
which would be proportionately extensive, 
owing to the slope of the banks, would present 
a considerable obstacle to communications 
between the districts lying on either side oí 
the canal. The existing railways and the more 
important roads would have to be carried 
across on bridges. These bridges would have 
to be sufticiently high to enable ocean-going 
ships to pass. 

*‘It would probably be found impracticable. 
on the ground of expense, to make provision 
for the smaller roads of all kinds, and this 
would cause considerable inconvenience 


locally.’ 
NO COMMERCIAL SUCCESS. 

The Committee, therefore, indicate tleir 
‘‘ definite conclusion that there is no prospec’ 
of any commercial success’ for the canal 
itself, and no sufficient grounds for hoping 
for development of the area adjacent to the 
canal to an extent in any way commensurate 
with ‘the capital cost. : j 

“Nor can we lightly dismiss the sugges- 
tion of the memorandum, endorsed bv the 
Corporation of Edinburgh, that, so far from 
the revenues covering annual maintenance 
costs, a serious burden might be imposed 
upon the community by the cost of even the

SIR IAN HAMILTON AND 
THE PROJECT. 
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HOW LEGION LEADERS 
WERE “ OUTWITTED.” 


Sir Ian Hamilton, addressing the Edinburgh 
City Business Club to-day, referred to the 
report on the possibility of linking the Forth 
and Clyde by mé@ans of a ship canal, and 
answered the question why the British Legion 
had not used all its forces to support a 
scheme which could provide digging for 
twenty thousand men for three or four years. 

He was, he said, determined not to go of 
to America without showing “how their 
generals and colonels and sergeant-majors had 
been. side-tracked and outwitted.”’ Eight 
years ago Legion headquarters asked him to 
submit particulafs about the project, Later 
the Legion Executive Council unanimously 
decided to ' push ” it with all their might, 
and a deputation to the Labour Minister was 
fixed up. All the members were “ as bold as 
brass, and as determined as the Devil.” 

“Imagine my feelings, said Sir Ian, when 
headquarters wrote to me that the deputation 
had found it impossible to push the mid- 
Scotland canal further than by saying they 
were glad to know ‘the Prime Minister was 
re-investigating this problem himself.’ The 
letter reached me in Glasgow, where I had 
spent the previous day assuring everyone that 
it would have the fullest support of the 
Legion. I felt I Had been very badly let 
down; indeed, I have not yet quite recovered 
from the shock. 

“The Field-Marshal was my only resource. I 
went to see him. He told me that whilst 
the deputation had certainly not shown as 
firm a front as they might, the reason, partly 
at least, was that they were being attacked in 
thé rear. ; 

““During the weel: which preceded the re 
ception of the deputation, letters of a highly 
confidential nature had been received from 
the North warning them not to permit them- 
selves to be made the cat's paw of a set of 
cranks, or worse than cranks. Being simple- 
minded men, they were much impressed by 
these advices, and so, when they were assured 
that the Prime Minister himself had promised 
that he would look closely into the canal 
project, they swallowed this hook, baited 
with bunkum, and then hooked it home. So 
that was that, i : 

‘Ever since then the. money that Scotland 
should. have heen investing in a monument 
of work has been worse than chucked away.” 

Referring to the military advantage of the 

project, he said: '' Had we possessed a Clyde- 
Vorth .canal in “16, Lord Kitchener would 
not have been drowned, and we should have 
had an agreed peace quick and hot on the 
heels of the Armistice.” 
_ “ Are we going to be a vital link in the 
immense chain of traffic between New York 
and Asia vie the mouth of the Elbe at 
Hamburg and the Rhine-Danuhe Canal?

MOTOR CYCLES COLLIDE. 

One man was killed and three gravely in- 
jured in a head-on motor cycle collision at 
Fisher Hill, Distington. near Workington, 
last Saturday. A Distington postman, 
Richard Wilson, found Stanley Watson 
Graham (20), of Pica, lying dead on the 
road. The three other men, Macnamara, of 
Pica: Ullock, of Frizington, and Richardson, 
of Frizington, were taken in a lorry to White- 
haven Infirmary. 

The two riders, each with a pillion pas- 
senger, were rushing back to Distington to 
make known the position of the hounds com- 
peting in a puppy trial when they collided.

cult of physical fitness disorders and dis 
asters attend. | 

The .moet familiar disorders to which 
athletes are prone include: Staleness, faint- 
ing after herd race, “strained heart,” albu- 
mintria, rupture of tendons and muscles. 

It is commonly maintained by cne schcol of 
thought that it is impossible to strain the 
heart of a perfectly sound individual by hard 
exercise. Dr. Woods held this view once, 
but now experience has shown him that a 
rimary strain may occur in the hearts of 
hitherto erfectly aseptic individuals, and 
he himself knows apical bruits to develop 
in two undergraduates who were ex-public 
school champions, and whose athletic careers 
were thus finished. 


STRAINED HEART. 

A boy of eighteen or nineteen cannot, savs 
Dr. Woods, run two and three middle 
distance races an afternoon and play other 
games onco or twice a week without going 


absolutely stale, or possibly straining the 


heart. The treatment for strained heart is 
mainly rest, followed by carefully graduated 
exercise under supervision, and in many cases 
recovery is very slow. 

Dr. Woods discusses in interesting fashion 
the meteoric careers of schoolboys who put 
up brilliant performances in their school days, 
and then disappear from public notice like 
damp squibs—*‘ burnt out athletes.’ 

“I knew a remarkable boy athlete, who 
won no fewer than six events at the biggest 
public school in England,” says Dr. Woods, 
“and who apeinel to be finished by the 
time he reached the University. He failed 
to be placed in the Freshmen’s sports, and 
after an unsuccessful term took to beagling 
and abandoned the track altogether. 

“ There are many like him, in whom there 
are no apperent physical signs of cardiac or 
othar trouble, but, the standard of perform- 
ance entirely falls short of its early promise. 

“This vague condition may never have 
been scientifically investigated, and, I 
admit,’’ says Dr. Woods, “that my sugges- 
tion that premature exhaustion of the 
adolescent dcuctless glands as a factor 1s mere 
guess-work ; but, certain it is, that in practice 
all athletes of the Olympic Games class, 
and particularly those who have had adminis- 
trative experience, are agreed that the 
Victor Ludorum award at schools is pernmi- 
cious. Not only is it found to be thoroughly 
Lad for schoolsboys to run themselves out at 
all kinds of distances: consecutively, but the 
same applies to the other undergraduate. — 

The writer refers to the rule introduced at 
Cambridge University after the war, limiting 
each compétitor in inter-collegate sports to 
three events, and points out that even this 
limitation was not sufficient protection, and 
later was amended to read, that of the three 
possible events, at least, one must be a field 
event, thus stimulating agility or explosive 
co-ordinated muscular action, and easing the 
burden of endurance. 

CASE OF DOUGLAS LOWE. 

In discussing the * burnt out athlete,” he 
mentions two cas¢s of interest. ‘‘ Douglas 
Lowe, after winning the Olympic 800 metres 
in 1924, set himself to run his races as slowly 
as he conveniently could with the definite 
aim of saving himself to win the world’s title 
again in 1 His rivals from France, 
America, and Germany had _ successively 
beaten world’s records that very season, but 
after three days’ gruelling eliminating heats, 
Lowe left them all in a bunch, like so many 
‘' selling platers,’’ in the 1928 Olympic final. 
It is also interesting to note that another 
most outstanding athlete, Lord Burghley, 
winner of the world’s 400 metres hurdies tn 
1928, leit school in 1923, having done nothing 
of note at all, and did not get a “ blue” 
until his second year at Cambridge. In other 
words, those athletes appear to last best who 
do not over-compete before their strength 
has matured. 

‘* During growth, each organ, develops in 
greater or less proportion in different phases, 
and it is known that the heart achieves iis 
biggest innings of growth late in the period 
of general development. Hence it follows 
that the heart of a bov of fifteen is smaller 
in “proportion to the size of his body than 
will be the case when he has reached twenty 
vears. This is a sufficient answer to those 
who advocate exhausting cross-country runs 
for young schoolboys. 

ACCIDENTS OF ATHLETES. 

“Athletic training brings up two ques- 
tions: (1) The nature of any serious, or 
potentially serious, accidents commonly sus- 
tained in team games and sports: and (2) 
the undérlying causes of these accidents. 

‘‘In a ufiiversity town, where Rugby and 
Association foothall, cricket, rewing, hockey, 
and athletics are indulged in on a large 
scale, most medical practitioners would agree 
that the chief serious of potentially serious 
accidents are the following :—Chronic sprains 
(of the ankle and knee joints), dislocations 
(of elbows and ankles), fractures, concussion, 
and, more rarely, i.ternel injuries. 

‘‘ Statistics of the Carnegie Foundation 
show that at twenty-two American colleges 
with 43,923 participants in inter-collegiate 
athleties, about ó per cent. of all men who 
took part sustained serious or potentiallv 
serious injuries. They were classified 
as follow :—Chronic sprains, ~disabling 
for more than three weeks, 523; dislocations, 
518; concussions, 240; fractures, 188; col- 
lapse, 30; internal injuries, 21. Total, 1,320. 

_ CAUSES OF ACCIDENTS. 

‘This accords with the experience of 
eleven years at Cambridge University. In 
regard to the causes of accidents-it is found 
that the order of games in proportion to their 
casualty lists is :—Rugby football, 12 per 
cent. per season; boxing, 5.1 per cent. per 
season; Association football, 4.6 per cen*. per 
season ; cross-country, 1.5 per cent. per sea 
son; ice hockey, 1.4 per cent. 
track and field athletics, 1.3 per cent. per 
! per season; 
swimming, nil per cent. per season; fencing,. 
nil per cent. pér season. 

‘This amply confirms the common opinion 
that football is the most hazardous of college 
sports. The very high incidence of injuries 
at football undoubtedly arises not only from 
the tradition of ignoring all hazards in going 
for the ball or the man, but from lack of 
proper training, the playing of men who are 
over-tired, and of ay Ee mee medical super- 
vision of doubtfully fit players. It must not 
be thought that rough play is entirely re- 
sponsible for serious injuries. I have had to 
operate upon a wing three-quarter who sus- 
tained a complete backward dislocation of 
the ankle, fracturing both tibia and fibula 
into the oimt, simply from pivoting sharply 
to kick while running towards his own goal, 


CONCLUSIONS. 

Dr. Woods sums up as follows — 

' 1—** Athletics, properly conducted, un- 
doubtedly contribute definitely to physical 
health as well as to sheer enjoyment. - 

2“ That whereas some consider exercises 
in genéral-——and athletics in particular—to be 
4 we acc! for all ailments from flat foot to 
melancholia, the fact is that each individual 
must have his exercise suited to his physical 
ó annsa or disaster “may result. : 

ó—' To quote the Carnegie Foundation 
Report :—‘ There exist serious deficiencies in 
the relations of thé medical profession to 
college athletics. All athletic aspirants are 
not subjected to adequate physical examina- 
tions to determine their physical fitness. . . ’

COACHING THE 
CHILDREN. 


STEPS IN THEIR 
CAREERS. 


STYLE, NOT SLOGGING. 


(By ' PATSY” HENDREN.) 

I have been asked a peculiar ee: 
How would I set about the job of coachin 
boy in the art of cricket? The boy in t is 
instance is but ten years old, and it is cer- 
tainly starting early enough. 

I have told the boy’s father how he should 
start, and, perhaps, the theme will interest 
others. For a boy so young there is only 
one way to start, and that is by insisting 
upon his holding "the bat correctiyv. In my 
experience of coaching I do not er that 
ten per cent, of my pupils have h the bat 
correctly when they have come to me. Either 
they do not hold it correctly or they stand 
wrongly. 

The back of the left hand should be facing 
straight ‘down the. wicket and the right be 
slightly below, half way down the handle. 
The left hand in such a position will ensure 
a straight bat coming naturally. 

PLENTIFUL PRACTICE. 

At this stage J am not concerned about 
shots; they come much later. What is im- 
portant, however, is to inculcate a real 
interest in the game, and that can be done 
by letting the Éad have plenty of practice 
and letting him see the best cricket. I am 
a strong believer in letting boys see the best 
cricket as much as possible. On most county 
grounds there is a boys’ gate, where the ad- 
mission is less than for adults. 

Frankly, I could wish that the authorities 
would see a little further ahead. For the 
average county game there is plenty of room 
to spare, and I should like to see a boy’s 
enclosure that was entirely free. The loss to 
the county would be nothing compared with 
the gain that would follow in years to come. 
It would encourage cricket support, and it 
would enable many boys to see the game 
and become’ enthused with it; it would bring 
to light many. players who would otherwise 
be lost. We should encourage the youngsters 
as much as possible. 

Not long ago I read that before an inter- 
national football match on the Continent 
there was a boys’ match, and that every 
chance is taken to keep boys interested in 
the game. That is an idea that might well 
be adopted in cricket.. Of all the games 
played, less is heard about boys’ cricket than 
any other, and it is all wrong. 

BIG HITTING UNNECESSARY. 

The next step for any young pupil is to 
show him the great batsmen. With all due 
respect to the men who specialise in big hit- 
ting, I do not think I should be too ready 
to let my young pupil see and desire to 
emulate them. The reason for that is not a 
desire to stop quick run-getting, but to get 
the correct style first. Style is very essential. 
Any youth who starts the right way, and is 
stylish, can get on; but only a very small 
per centage get on by reason of big hitting 
alone. 

Jt may appear strange, but I do not think 
I should let a youth see too much of Jack 
Hobbs. If he tried to do the many thirgs 
that Jack does he would soon find trouble— 
and youth learns by imitating. Jack Hearne 
would be ideal. .You never see Hearne do 
anything that is not absolutely correct. 

. far as bowling is concerned, I should 
curb the desire to bow! fast. Here is another 
pecularity of youth.» Almost every boy | 
have had anything to do with has wanted 
to, bowl fast. There is, I suppose, 
some satisfaction in seeing the ball 
fly down the wicket and the stumps spread- 
eagle. But unless the boy has amazing 
strength it is a thankless task, and en- 
thusiasm soon goes. 

SPIN-BOWLING. 

What I most 
pupil happened to 


certainly should do, if my 
be left-handed, would be 
to teach him to bow! spinners. | believe, too, 
that if a boy is taken young enough, he can 
be taught to spin the ball. I cannot, of 
course, explain this in detail here, but if 
any of my readers have a left-handed bey 
rhtest aptitude for crick-t,

I implore him to get into touch with a pro- 
afford it, of course— 


fessional—if he can 
and have him taught spin-bowling. It will 
be well worth it in time. Even a moderate 
left hand spin-bowler has a chance to succeed, 
whereas the right-hander must be perfect. 

The progress from the real raw material 
is in stages. Holding the bat, gaming 
interest, plenty of practice, stroke play and 
a refusal to let bad habits settle until they 
are so ingrained tha they cannot 
be removed. This last item is the 
most important of all, for nearly every 
cricketer who did not have coaching when 
young has some fault that keeps on letting 
him down. That is why I should enjoy 
having a young boy ‘to coach. I should 
delight to see him grow up and have no 
bad habits in cricket. He could not help 
doing well. | 

To conclude this last article of my series 
hére is a story, the funniest thing I have 
heard in cricket for a long time. A side 
wanted ene run to win; the last two bats- 
men, both real ‘‘ rabbits,’’ were in. A very 
fast bowler, who took a very long run, was 
ready to deliver the ball. If he got one 
straight the match was over. Off started the 
‘bowler on his run up to the _ crease. 
Immediately he started to run so did the 
batsmen—no, not back to the pavilion, but 
wicket ! The bowler stopped, 
ball at the wicket, but it was too

The sudden rally is due to the fact that the 
bears (who, as pointed out on several 
occasions, had helped to depress prices when- 
ever forced selling occurred) rushed in to 
take up their stock. The result has been a 
sharp recovery in the shares of practically all 
the well-known industrial companies, as 
prices in very many instances had declined 
to an unduly low level. The rally has been 
assisted by a certain amount of public buy- 
ing. Some brokers stated that they had re- 
ceived more inquiries from than at 
any time since last September, and there cer- 
tainly appeared to be more buying of sound 
securities, such as Banking and Insurance 
issues. In other directions, it was said that 
markets were firm all round, but that there 
was no business. One or two members ad- 
mitted that orders had been received to sell 
stocks that had rallied—for instance, 
L.N.E.R. Prefd., in order to buy back at a 
lower price next week.
